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Vitamin E gets new respect

Widely touted by the natural-food fad- 
dists of the 1960s and 19708, vita- 
min E was nonetheless the shady lady 
of vitamins, often ignored by main- 
stream nutritionists. 

"It wasn't considered a serious vita- 
min," says Dr. Jeffrey Blumberg, chief 
of the Antioxidants Research labora- 
tory at Tufts University. 

This may have been because of its 
earliest marketing; when the vitamin 
was first discovered in 1927, it was 
enthusiastically hawked as a sexual 
potency miracle. 

But now, vitamin E has been vindi- 
cated. The latest mainstream re- 
search shows it boosts the immune 
system, offering the potential to fight 
off the most worrisome of aging dis- 
eases, from heart ailments and can- 
cer to cataracts and Alzheimer's dis- 
ease, 

And while a number of experts urge 
caution about overbilling vitamin E 
as the latest miracle cure, others see 
an exciting consistency in the re- 
search. 

Blumberg says that, while vitamin E

is no “wonder drug," there is a con- 
vincing body of experimental, clinical 
and epidemiological studies which re- 
peatedly point to its ability to fend 
off many chronic diseases. "There is 
no argument about vitamin E having 
an effect, the only controversy is over 
the optimal doses," he says. 

Vitamin E is an antioxidant, which 
means it fights the free-radical dam- 
age to cells caused by aging. 

Free radicals are toxic compounds 
containing one or more unpaired elec- 
trons that can "damage everything in 
sight," from DNA to fats to proteins, 
says Blumberg. 

This is a normal part of metabolism 
— the reaction to living in our natu- 
ral environment. For example, as ul- 
tra-violet (UV) light hits the lens of 
the eye, it creates clumps and cloud- 
ing in the lens proteins. The longer 
you live, and more your eyes are ex- 
posed to UV light, the more likely 
you are to develop cataracts. 

Studies have shown that adding an- 
tioxidants may retard this process. 
We have antioxidants in our own body 
~ some enzymes, for example — that 
help fight this process, but as we age, 
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our antioxidant defenses naturally di- 
minish. А 

Fat cells carrying protein oxidize, 
which cause them to stick to the ar- 
tery. By preventing oxidization, vita- 
min E may reduce the amount of fatty 
buildup in the arteries, thus reduc- 
ing heart problems. 

А host of different diseases arise from 
free-radical damage, which is why vi- 
tamin E suddenly seems like a pana- 
cea, 

"Vitamin E is the soldier that goes 
out to protect the town. The soldier 
may be killed or injured, but in the 
end of the town is safe," says 
Blumberg. 

A study recently published in the 
New England Journal of Medicine re- 
ported that patients with mild 
Alzheimer's who took 2,000 IUs (In- 
ternational Units) of vitamin E a day, 
over a two-year period, deteriorated 
more slowly, functioned better and 
lived longer than those who did not 
take the vitamin supplement. 

But, 2,000 IUs is an extremely high 
dose. The U.S. recommended daily al- 
lowance, or RDA, for the vitamin is 
about 30 IUs, and most proponents 
of the vitamin only recommend tak- 
ing 200 to 400 IUs a day.
